How the makers and trimmers of bo»- 
ricts manage to avoid duplication is a 
mystei'y, but they do it. It is a tradi- 
tion of the trade that every bonnet i» 
a work of art, standing7 alone and by 
itself. But all bonnets are networks 
of art, by nny means. Some of them 
are about as far from art as they can 
get.

that each is built from an original de- 
sign, as a picture is painted.

to vary the detail, and to blend some 
of the features of -one pattern bonnet 
with some of the features of another, 
thus making an entirely new article. 
The nianufacturing.depavtmehts of the 
I) ig wholesale millinery houses do make 
bonnets just alike, . but in shipping 
them they take good care that no du- 
plicates be sent to the same town. Yet 
With all the care and all the precaution 
to secure variety as infinite as the va- 
riety of womankind itself, it some- 
times happens in the operation of the 
laws of chance that a woman with a 
ue\v bonnet on her head will encounter 
upon the street or see in the show win- 
tlow of a milliner a bonnet so near like 
hor own that upon a superficial , exam- 
ination she can not distinguish the difr 
t'ereuee. What then happens? Why, 
the woman is "put out," or ."morti- 
fied," or "knocked, silly," or becomes

Among these ore a curious de- 
vice in wood, half lizard, half frog, which 
has evidently been used as an idol, at One 
ti me; odd pieces of pottery, mostly grotesque; 
a faded chromo of tho Emperor Wil- 
liam, and a medallion bust of Ben Butler. 
In tho middle of the room stands a large of- 
fice desk. Upon one corner is placed a re- 
volving bookcase within easy reach of tho 
editor's band. The contents of this bookcase 
consist chiefly of works of reference. A copy 
of the penal code stands beside five volumes 
on botany. Three Bibles are wedged in be- 
tween a copy of tho legislative manual and 
Vnseal's Constitution of the United States, 
Tho supply of dictionaries is abundant and 
covers Spanish, French, Latin, Greek and 
English. Tho civil list and two volumes of 
tho geological survey of California rest on a 
lower shelf. 


There are two small tables in the editor's 


room. On ono is piled up books for review, 
and tho other stands besida a window which 
overlooks City Hall park and the municipal 
buildings. Latterly Mr. Dana has dropped 
into the habit of working chiefly at the 
small tablo by the window. From a brass 
headed nail driven into the window casing 
Imugtwo coats, which show a good deal of 
wear at tho elbows. One of these is heavy 
and Intended for winter use, and the other is 
worn in summer. 


Whan Mr. Dana enters his room he takes 


his scat in a stout oaken armchair, which 
contains a well worn cushion covered with 
red leather. Judging from its appearance 
this chair has scon long service, but, like its 
owner, it is well preserved, and capable of 
still longer service. 


Tho first hour of the editor's working day 


is taken up with examining his mail and an- 
swering letters, of which he daily receives 
about forty. Among these are many from 
well meaning people, who generously proffer 
advice as to tho best method of conducting a 
great daily newspaper. These are thrown in 
tho waste basket. Some of the letters bear 
foreign postmarks, and contain pleasant re- 
minders from distinguished men whom Mr. 
Dnna has met and fraternized with in his 
travels, for with all the conservatism of ad- 
vancing years, there is a spice of Bohemian- 
ism in Mr. Dana's character that nothing 
will eradicate. Other letters arrive asking 
for advice from personal friends, who, 
though they may differ with Mr. Dana polit- 
ically, yot recognizo in him a true and faith- 
ful exponent of America for Americans. 


This necessary work clone, ha calls for the 


principal exchange newspapers from other 
cities, which ho glances over quickly, but 
comprehensively. 
Then he looks through 


tho New York papers. After having thus 
1'orliiled himself with a knowledge of all the 
loading topics of tho day, he calls in his 
stenographer. He then dictates his editori- 
als. 
Greatly to the relief of The Sun's com- 


positors, Mr. Dana now seldom puts pen to 
paper. 
When he does writs his pen- 


manship is 
simply execrable. Probably 


no inaa iu this country is Mr. Dana's 
superior

expression. 
On 
his re- 


turn from n trip to Mexico about two 
years ago ho talkod off a column and a half 
of loaded nonpareil in twenty minutes, and 
whon he revised this iu type it needed very 
llttlu correction. Mr. Dana's editorials form 
u lltling culmination for the other columns 
of Tho Suu. They are brisk, pithy and say 
in a few words, aptly chosen, what others try 
to express iu labored sentences of wearisome 
length. 


few of the editorials nhich appear daily la 
The Son, he keeps a keen watch on all tho 
matter that goes Into the paper. Congress- 
man Amos J. Cnmmings, at a recent banquet, 
gave a very graphic description of the solemn 
way irs which Mr. Dana used to stand in the 
composing room and, laying his finger on the 
galleys of type, say "Kill! kill! kill!" as 
though he were sentencing men to death. 


His visitors comprise men in every station 


of life. Statesmen, diplomats, artists, scient- 
ists, musicians and pugilists visit him, and 
always meet with a hearty reception. 


For a man who is nearly 70 years old, Mr. 


Dana is remarkably vigorous. Indeed, it is 
an axiom with him that a man is not old 
until he has reached his 90th year. In the 
summer he always walks to Roosevelt ferry 
on his way to his summer residence atDo- 
soris, and when he is accompanied by an 
errand boy the latter finds it difllcult to keep 
pace with him. 
In Mr. Dana is developed ^n almost pas- 


sionate love for the beautiful. ' Whether in 
his town residence or at his country summer 
resort, he has so arranged it that his eye al- 
ways rests on' a splendid galaxy of infinite 
variety of form and color. - Whether it be a 
huge canvas or a small miniature, the figure 
of Hercules or a bronze medallion, a tiny 
orchid or a huge pine tree, his appreciative 
mind finds fresh, charms at each renewed 
contemplation of the object. 
Music, the 


drama and literature also afford hto un- 
alloyed delight. Even the grosser desires of 
satisfying the palate gives rise in him to 
keen enjoyment, but he stops short with the 
fastidiousness of an epicurean, and never 
descends to the wanton luxuriousness of a 
sybarite. 


A laughable anecdote is told of a reporter 


who had joined the staff of The Evening Sun 
soon after its commencement. He was com- 
ing down town in an elevated railway car 
one morning, and was reading.a newspaper. 
An elderly gentleman, with a gray beard and 
spectacles, came into the car, and, sitting 
down beside the reporter, accidentally leaned 
on that gentleman. The reporter, who flat- 
tered himself on his powers of sizing up his 
man, addressing the stranger in tones of 
freezing politeness, said: "Have you had 
your breakfast, sir?"

With this crushing annihilation the re- 


porter settled himself again to his newspaper, 
and half an hour "afterward was gleefully 
telling his colleagues in The Evening Sun 
office the incident, when the" gentleman who 
figured as the other party entered the room. 
He immediately told his companions of the 
fact, but found tho laughter gone out of 
them.

creameries will find it to their advan- 
tage to secure customers in the ueares 
village or city, who will regularly con- 
sume all the butter they can make. I 
a first-class article is produced it is hot 
difficult to get more consumers than 
butter can be made for. 
Aside from 


the advantage of obtaining retail prices, 
there is really a saving in delivering 
tho butter over the system of selling i 
at the stores, for private customers, 
having once learned the quantity thei 
will use for the week or fortnight 
rarely take less and frequently order 
extra quantities for special occasions, 
if it can be obtained. 
There is no 


farmer, however distant from market, 
who should not go at least once in two 
weeks. 
. 


Let pains be taken to pack the butter 


in the neatest way possible and to have 
it arrive in the Tory best condition BO 
far as texture and surroundings are 
concerned. Aim always to have th 
vehicle it is carried in, also the crates 
jars and other packages containing i 
as clean and attractive as they can be 
made. If it is necessary to carry ap- 
ples, vegetables, bides or other pro- 
ducts of the farm in the same wagon 
let these be disposed of before the cus- 
tomers are served, and never allow 
any thing with a pungent odor
